Governor General 
Appeals for Support 


Cancer Crudsade Aims For $2220,000. 
As Governor General Appeals For Sup- 
port Of Annual Campaign, 


The month of April whidh has be- 
come known traditionally in Canada 
and throughout the world as “Cancer 
Control Month” will again see the 
Canadian Cancer Society on its Annual 
Cancer Crusade, it’ is announced this 
week by G. R. A. Rice, of Edmonton, 
President of the Society's Alberta Div- 
ision, Mr. Rice stated that Alberta's 
quota of the $1,513,000 share will be 

220,000, 

Emphasizing the importance of the 
cancer problem, His Excellency, The 
Right Honorable Vincent Massey, C. 
H., Governor General of Canada, has 
issued a “Message to the People of 
Canada,” calling for the support of the 
work of the Society and its fund rais- 
ing efforts during the month of Arpil. 

The message from His Excellency 
reads as follows: 

“Since the first settlers came to 
this land, Canadians have worked to- 
gether to solve their problems, Dur- 
ing this month of April we see fur- 
ther evidence of this as we join with 
the volunteers ‘of the Canadian Can- 
cer Society to make the Annual Can- 
cer Cursade a success, 

“In universities and hospltals across 
the land, able men and women work 
tirelessly to discover the cause of can- 
cer and to find some effective forms 
of treatment. Their work is vitally 
important to all of us. Théir success 
depends largely upon your support, 
“Research, however, is only part 
the story. Our present forms of 
treatment can be most effective when 
the disease is discovered in its first 
stages, Through some 1,400 local units 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, Can- 
adian Cancer Society volunteers are 
informing our people of the import- 
ance of early diagnosis. 

“The Society also devotes its ener- 
gies to a welfare programme in aid of 
cancer sufferers, Sick room supplies, 
transportation to and from clinics, and 
family care are provided by volunteers.

514.37 to General Administration, and 
1% or $7,940.42 to the costs of the 
Crusade itelf.

Highlight of the private members’ 
sittings during the week was the term 
ination of a seven hour debate on so- 
cial credit monetary policies. The dis- 
cussion for sittings. The outcome was 
a 49-8 endorsement of a proposal to 
urge the federal government to issue 
money and credit as outlined in the 
Alberta Bill of Rights, 


Heading a long list of legislation in- 
troduced last week was a bill to ea- 
tablish a company to construct and 
operate a natural gas distributing sys- 
tem in the province. Shares will be 
sold to the public, Premier Manning 
said incorporation of the company is 
to establish complete control of gas 
within the province. The legislation 
only effects the trunk gathering sys- 
tem and other gas company lines and 
export gas companies will not be ef- 
fected. The bill, which was forecast 
in the throne speech, enacts the Al- 
berta Gas Trunk Pipe Line Company 
Act. 

Labor legislation introduced last 
week indicated that the government 
had abandoned its plan to decertify 
unions during an illegal strike. The 
legislation provides that awards of 
arbitration boards are to be accepted 
or rejected by a majority of those act- 
ually doing the voting. At present the 
awards of arbitration boards are bind- 
ing and are accepted or rejected on 
the basis of the majority of those en- 
titled to vote. 

The government rejected a recom- 
mendation from labor that certifica- 
tion votes which determine whether 
a union shall gain bargaining rights 
are to be determined by those actually 
doing the voting. The bill takes out 
of the current legislation all automa- 
tic penalties provided for in cases of 
illegal strikes. They are loss of bar- 
gaining rights and loss of checkoff of 
dues, An amendment, opposed by lab- 
or, provides for the supension of cer- 
tification of unions when it is deter- 
mined that the union does not repre 
sent the majority of the employees. 

Amendments introduced to the City 
Act includes changes in references to 
conform with the new proposed Fed- 
eral Housing Act rather than with cur- 
rent housing legislation. This bill also 
outlies restrictions on cities in con- 
nection with the purchase of land by 
the city outside the city limits. 

Penalties against violators of tax- 
free gasoline regulations will be in- 
creased to deal with a few chronic of 
fenders who use purple gasoline and 
a chance on paying a small fine rat- 
her than pay the full price for the 
fuel.
